Projects and Timetables 


When Richard W. E. Perrin. Milwau- 


kee Director of City Development, spoke 
here recently he made quite a point that 
city projects should be carried out on a 
timetable basis. His point was that with- 
out a strict timetable, projects seem to get 
stuck on one snag after another and some- 
times seem to take forever to be com- 
pleted. 


Which brings us to the subject of Ap- 


pleton's new main fire station. 


Several weeks have passed since the 


Common Council decided to expedite con- 
struction of the new station, heeded the 
recommendation of the mayor, and pur- 
chased property at Atlantic and Drew 
Streets. 


But as of today the city finds itself 


without approved plans for the new sta- 
tion. The architect hired by the city pre- 
pared a set of preliminary plans and 
sketches several weeks ago. but they were 
rejected on the grounds that estimates 
for constructing the building were too 
high, ranging from $296.000 to $419,000. 


Somewhat discouraged, city officials de- 


cided to take a trip to Wausau where a 
new central station was inspected. They 


liked what they saw and agreed the Wau- 
sau station price tag was in line with the 
$250.000 to $275.000 the Common Council 
is willing to spend. 


With prodding by the city, another 


sketch for the proposed Appleton station 
was submitted last week and is being given 
consideration. In the meantime, the archi- 
tect has been supplied with complete in- 
formation 
on department personnel and 


equipment it r'ans 1o house in the new 
facility. However, more loopholes remain 
to bp plugged before definite progress is 
made. 


The major decision appears to be the 


size of (he proposed structure—whether to 
build to suit present needs or 'o construct 
a headquarters station to allow for expan- 
sion of the fire department. There also 
has been serious talk of eventually build- 
ing a new station on the city's expanding 
far northwest side. 


Before any building project can be 


firmed up, city officials will have to de- 
termine how much of an area the Atlantic- 
Drew station is supposed to serve, and then 
plan accordingly. It seems to us that valu- 
able time already has been lost in planning 
this much-needed facility.

The fCagnew Radio Station 


The United Arab Republic and some 


other nations in Africa

East are agitating for the removal of a 
powerful United States radio station from 
northern Ethiopia. 


The Kagnew station is a United States 


military radio receiver and transmitter and 
is one of the most important of such U.S. 
installations in the world. It was built as an 
Allied military project in 1941 and for 
many years its existence was kept secret. 
It serves as a vital link in our world-wide 
communications. 


Kagnew. for instance, serves as Presi- 


dent Kennedy's relay link with the White 
House whenever he is on flights across 
the Atlantic. Should a teletypewriter link 
be established between the Kremlin and 
the White House, Kagnew would be vital 
to the connection. 


The UAR hasn't outlined any cogent 


reasons for wanting the station ousted. It's 
just part of the campaign of the so-called 
Casablanca group of nations to rid Africa 
and the Middle East of U. S. influence. 


But Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethio- 


pia has given them their answer. He has 
assured U. S. Ambassador Edward Korry 
that if the matter becomes an issue, "Don't 
worry—I'll handle the matter." Ethiopia 
originally gave the U. S. permission to es- 
tablish the station out of gratitude to the 
U. S. for never having recognized the Ital- 
ian occupation of that country. And Kag- 
new is a word closely associated with Ethi- 
opia's struggle for freedom.
